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AN ACT concerni ng environnental protection.

Be it enacted by the People of the State of |Illinois,

represented in the General Assenbly:

Section 5. The Environnental Protection Act is anended

by changing Sections 17.7 and 17.8 as foll ows:

(415 ILCS 5/17.7) (from Ch. 111 1/2, par. 1017.7)

Sec. 17.7. Community water supply testing fee.

(a) The Agency shall collect an annual nonrefundable
testing fee from each comuni ty wat er supply for
participating in the |laboratory fee program for analytical
services to determne conpliance wth contamnant |evels
specified in State or federal drinking water regulations. A
comunity water supply my commt to participation in the
| aboratory fee program If the community water supply nakes
such a commtnent, it shall commt for a period consistent
with the participation requirements established by the Agency
and the Community Water Supply Testing Council (Council). If
a comunity water supply elects not to participate, it nust
annual ly notify the Agency in witing of its decision not to
participate in the |aboratory fee program

(b) The Agency, wth the concurrence of the Council,
shall determne the fee for participating in the |aboratory
fee program for analytical services. The Agency, with the
concurrence of the Council, may establish mul ti-year
participation requirenments for community water supplies and
establish fees accordingly. The Agency shall base its annual
fee determ nation wupon the actual and anticipated costs for
testing under State and federal drinking water regulations
and the associated adm ni strative costs of the Agency and the
Council. By October 1 of each year, the Agency shall submt

its fee determ nation and supporting docunentation for the
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forthcom ng year to the Council. Before the foll ow ng January
1, the Council shall hold at |east one regular neeting to
consi der the Agency's determnation. If the Council concurs
with the Agency's determnation, it shall thereupon take
effect. The Agency and the Council may establish procedures
for resolution of disputes in the event the Council does not
concur with the Agency's fee determ nation.

(c) Community water supplies that choose not to
participate in the |aboratory fee programor do not pay the
fees shall have the duty to analyze all drinking water
sanples as required by State or federal safe drinking water
regul ati ons established after the federal Safe Drinking Water
Act Amendnents of 1986

(d) There is hereby created in the State Treasury an
interest-bearing special fund to be known as the Comunity
Wat er Supply Laboratory Fund. All fees collected by the
Agency under this Section shall be deposited into this Fund
and shall be wused for no other purpose except t hose
established in this Section. In addition to any nonies
appropriated fromthe General Revenue Fund, nonies in the
Fund shall be appropriated to the Agency in anounts deened
necessary for |laboratory testing of sanples from comunity
wat er suppl i es, and for the associated admnistrative
expenses of the Agency and the Council.

(e) The Agency is authorized to adopt reasonable and
necessary rules for the admnistration of this Section. The
Agency shall submt the proposed rules for review by the
Council before subm ssion of the rulemaking for the First
Notice under Section 5-40 of the Illinois Admnistrative
Procedure Act.

(f) The Director shall establish a Comunity Wter
Supply Testing Council, consisting of 5 persons who are
el ected nmunicipal officials, 5 persons representing community

water supplies, one person representing the engineering
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pr of essi on, one person representing investor-owned utilities,

one person representing t he Il1linois Associ ati on of

Envi r onnent al Laboratori es, and 2 persons representing

muni ci palities and comunity water supplies on a statew de
basis, all appointed by the Director. Beginning in 1994, the
Director shall appoint the followwng to the Council: (i) 2
el ected muni ci pal officials, 2 comunity water supply
representatives, and 1 investor-owned utility representative,
each for a one-year term (ii) 2 elected nmunicipal officials
and 2 community water supply representatives, each for a 2
year term and (iii) one elected nunicipal official, one
community wat er supply representative, one person
representing the engineering profession, and 2 per sons
representing municipalities and community water supplies on a

statewi de basis, each for a 3 year term As soon _as possible

after the effective date of this anendatory Act of the 92nd

CGeneral Assenbly, the Director shall appoint one person

representing the 1llinois Association of Envi r onnent al

Laboratories to a termof 3 vears. Thereafter, the Director

shal | appoi nt successors in each position to 3 year ternms. In
case of a vacancy, the Director may appoint a successor to
fill the remaining term of the vacancy. Menbers of the
Council shall serve until a successor is appointed by the
Director. The Council shall select from its nenbers a
chai rperson and such other officers as it deens necessary.
The Council shall hold at |east 2 regul ar neetings each year.
The Agency shall provide the Council wth such supporting
services as the Director and the Chairperson nmay designate,
and nmenbers shall be reinbursed for ordinary and necessary
expenses incurred in the performance of their duties. The
Council shall have the foll ow ng duties:
(1) to consider any fee determ nations submtted by
t he Agency pursuant to subsection (b) of this Section,

and to hold regular and special neetings at a tinme and
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pl ace designated by the Director or the Chairperson of
t he Council;

(2) to consider appropriate nmeans for long-term
financial support of water supply testing, and to nake
recommendations to the Agency regarding a preferred
appr oach;

(3) to review and eval uat e t he fi nanci al
inplications of current and future federal requirenents
for nonitoring of public water supplies;

(4) to review and eval uate nmanagenent and fi nanci al
audit reports related to the testing program and to nake
recommendat i ons regar di ng the Agency's efforts to
i npl ement the fee systemand testing provided for by this
Secti on;

(5 to require an external audit as may be deened
necessary by the Council; and

(6) to conduct such other activities as nay be
deened appropriate by the Director.

Sec. 17.8. Environnent al | aboratory certification
assessnent fee.

(a) Begtnntng--January-1;-1996; The Agency shall coll ect
an annual administrative assessnent of--$350 from each
| aboratory requesting certification for nmeeting the m ni num
standards established under the authority of subsection (n)
of Section 4. The Agency also shall collect an _annual a
certification assessnent for each «certification requested,
based on the foll ow ng schedul e:

(1) For certification to conduct public water
supply anal yses:
(A) $350 per year for inorganic paraneters;

and
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(B) $350 per year for organic paraneters.
(2) For certification to conduct water pollution
anal yses:
(A) $700 per year for inorganic paraneters;
and
(B) $700 per year for organic paraneters.
(3) For certification to conduct anal yses of solid
or liquid sanples for hazar dous or ot her wast e
par anet er s:
(A) $900 per year for inorganic paraneters;
and
(B) $900 per year for organic paraneters.

(4) An adnministrative assessnent of $350 per vyear

fromeach | aboratory requesting certification

(b) The admnistrative assessnment shall be paid at the

time the |laboratory submts an_application a--request for

certification or renewal of «certification and on the
anni versary date of t he initial certification. The
certification assessnent shall be paid at the tine the
| aboratory submts an application and on the anniversary date
of the initial certification. Assessnents paid under this
Section may not be refunded.

(c) The Agency nust rmay establish procedures relating to
the certification of |aboratories, analyses of sanples,

devel opnent of alternative assessnent schedul es, and

col l ection of assessnents. No assessnent for t he
certification of environnental |aboratories shall be due
under this Section fromany departnment, agency, unit of State
gover nnment , or any nunicipal governnment that conducts

anal yses of sanples frompublic water supplies. The Agency's

cost for certification of | aboratories that are exenpt from

the assessnent shall be excluded fromthe cal cul ation of the

alternative assessnent schedul es.

(d) Al noneys collected by the Agency wunder this
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Section shall be deposited into the Environmental Laboratory
Certification Fund, a special fund hereby created in the
State treasury. Subj ect to appropriation, the Agency shal
use the noneys in the Fund to pay expenses incurred in the
adm ni stration of laboratory certification duties. Al
interest or other incone earned fromthe investnment of the
moneys in the Fund shall be deposited into the Fund.

(e) The Di rector shall establish an Environmental

Laboratory Certification Conmmttee consisting of (i) one

person representing accredited county or nunicipal public

wat er supply | aboratories, (ii) one person representing the

Metropolitan Water Reclamation District of Geater Chicago,

(iii) one person representing accredited sanitary district or

waste water treatnent plant | aboratories, (iv) 3 persons

representing accredited environnental commercial | aboratories

duly incorporated in the State of Illinois and enpl oyi ng 20

or nore people, (v) 2 persons representing accredited

environnental commerci al | aboratories duly incorporated in

the State of Illinois enploying | ess than 20 people, and (vi)

one person representing t he Il1inois Associ ati on of

Envi r onnent al Labor atori es, al | appoi nted by the Director.

If no accredited | aboratories are available to fill one of

the categories under item (iv) or (v) then any | aboratory

that has applied for accreditation nay be eligible to fil

that position. Beginning in 2002, the Director shall appoint

3 nenbers of the Conmittee for a one yvear term 3 nenbers of

the Conmttee for 2 vear terns, and 3 nenbers of the

Committee for 3-year terns. Thereafter, all terns shall be

for 3 yvears. In the case of a vacancy, the Director nmay

appoint a successor to fill the remaining term of the

vacancy. Menbers of the Commttee shall serve until a

successor is appointed by the Director. No nenber of the

Committee shall serve nore than 2 consecutive 3-year terns.

The Conmittee shall select fromits nenbers a Chairperson and
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any other officers that it deens necessary. The Committee

shall hold at least 2 regular neetings each year. The Agency

shall provide the Conmittee with any supporting services that

the Director and the Chairperson nay desi gnate. Menbers of

the Commttee shall be reimbursed for ordinary and necessary

expenses incurred in the performance of their duties. The

Committee shall have the foll owi ng duties:

(1) To consi der any alternative assessnent

schedul es submtted by the Agency pursuant to subsection

(c) of this Section;

(2) To review and eval uat e t he financi al

implications of current and future State and federal

requi renents f or certification of envi r onnent al

| aboratories:

(3) To review and eval uate nmanagenent and fi nanci al

audit reports relating to the certification program and

to make recommendati ons regardi ng the Agency's efforts to

i mpl enent alternative assessnent schedul es;

(4) To consider appropriate neans for long-term

financial support of the | aboratory certification program

and to make recommendations to the Agency regarding a

pref erred approach:;

(5) To provide technical review and eval uati on of

the | aboratory certification program

(6) To hold reqgular and special neetings at a tine

and place designated by the Director or the Chairperson

of the Committee; and

(7) To conduct any other activities as may be

deened appropriate by the Director.
